“This will be the first manned aircraft since the 
1950°s to be designed and built in Australia to 
meet military standards, and the plane's 
developmegt from first principles to full service 
will be a challenging project,” Viner said.

BURMA MOVING FROM ECONOMIC ISOLATION

espite policy changes which 

have attracted widespread 
publicity, the Burmese capital of Ran- 
goon looks like a city where time has 
stood still. Fleets of American Chevys 
from the 1940s and ‘50s rattle down the 
streets, the city’s ancient colonial build- 
ings appear not to have seen a coat of 
paint since the British ruled the coun- 
try, and the plumbing and electricity 
at the once-elegant Strand Hotel leave 
much to be desired. 

These are only the surface mani- 
festations of an economy that for 
nearly 20 years has stagnated under 
strongman General Ne Win’'s Burmese 
way to socialism.’ But there are indica- 
tions that changes are in the making, 
albeit slowly. 

After having been walled off for 
years by its policy of rigid isola- 
tionism, Burma is gradually opening 
up to the outside world. Following a 
conscious policy decision by the gov- 
ernment in the mid-seventies to accept 
foreign loans and concessional aid 
packages and to implement a ‘green 
revolution in agriculture, the country 
has begun to experience a modest 
economic boom. 

The pace of its development has 
been slowed, however, by Rangoon’s 
over-reliance on foreign loan capital, 
a decline in petroleum production and 
the impact of a rampant black market 
on exports — problems which appear 
likely to get worse before they get 
better. 

Nonetheless, the Burmese economy 


has shown significant improvement 
over the last four-year period, as il- 
lustrated by the following figures: 


¢ Growth in the Gross Domestic Prod- 
uct (GDP) since 1978 has averaged 
about 6.8%. 

e GDP growth for the fiscal year 
1981/82 was about 7.6%, compared 
with 8.5% for the previous financial 
year. 

e GDP for fiscal 1981/82 rose to an 
estimated US$5.9 billion from $5.6 
billion the previous financial year. 


Per capita income, total trade 
increasing 

Although Burma is still one of the 
10 poorest countries in the world, per 
capita income rose to $179 last year 


from $150 in 1978. This contrasts with 
Thailand's annual per capita income of 


‘more than $800. 


Total trade has also skyrocketed 
from about $400 million in 1975/76 to 
approximately $1.2 billion in fiscal 
1980/81. Foreign observers project that 
trade for the 1981/82 financial year 
will rise even further, reaching $1.5 
billion. Although this is still small com- 
pared to other Asian countries — for 
example, Thailand's total trade last 
year was about $15 billion — the 
growth rate is nonetheless impressive. 

Burma's economic recovery has 
primarily been the result of the suc- 
cessful introduction of a high-yield 
variety rice scheme and massive injec-

tions of foreign concessional loan aid 
for capital investment. Analysts said 
these high-yield variety crops have 
significantly boosted overall produc- 
tion and agricultural exports. The 
keystone of Burma's export earnings, 
agricultural exports, accounts for 60% 
of the country’s exports. 

Rice, Burma's principal export 
commodity, contributed 40% of the 
country’s total foreign exchange earn- 
ings in 1980/1981. In that year, paddy 
production topped 13 million metric 
tons, more than double Burma's pre- 
war production figures, and was 25% 
greater than any paddy corp in Bur- 
ma’s history. 

The performance of the agricul- 
tural sector was the main reason for 
Burma’s higher than 8% growth in 
1980/81. During that fiscal year farm- 
ers achieved record production for 
over a dozen crops and authoritative 
observers added that even problem 
crops iike oilseeds and sugarcane had 
bumper yields. 


Generous Japanese assistance 
a key factor 


Another important factor in Bur- 
ma’s economic recovery has been 
generous doses of foreign assistance in 
the form of concessional loans and 
direct grant aid. Since 1975, important 
contributors have been the World 
Bank ($350 million) and the Asian 
Development Bank ($300 million). 

However, the single largest donor 
has been Japan. Since 1970, Japan has 
supplied Burma with nearly $1 billion 
in concessional credits in its fourth 
largest aid programme. In fiscal 
1980/81 Japan provided Burma with 
about ¥40 billion ($163.4 million) in 
loans and grants. Informed sources 
said Japanese economic assistance ac- 
counts for approximately 40% of all 
Burma’s external debt. 

As a result of these and other 
bilateral loans, diplomatic observers 
say Burma's external debt has risen to 
an estimated $1.7 billion in fiscal 
1980/81 from about $300 million in 
1975. 


The acceptance of foreign assist- 
ance on such a large scale followed a 
major policy decision by General Ne 
Win to give a more innovative and 
profit-oriented character to his so- 
called Burmese way to socialism.’ This 
policy shift after those pursued for 13 
years, was the result of rampant infla- 
tion, widespread unrest and riots, a 
severe drop in economic growth and 
an all-time low in export earnings. 


Crisis triggered off reforms 


The Burmese leadership recognized 
that the crisis had to be resolved and 
embarked on a three-point pro- 
gramme. The first aim was to seek 
foreign aid to get the economy mov- 
ing. This meant approaching the 
World Bank and the ADB and then 
negotiating bilateral loans with other 
countries. But applying for this kind of 
aid did not mean accepting conces- 
sional loans from the superpowers, as 
the Burmese leadership initially be- 
lieved it was wiser to receive loans 
only from countries with which it was 
ideologically compatible. However, 
since then Burma has gradually begun 
to accept aid and business from the US 
but not the Soviet Union. 

Under the second point of the pro- 
gramme the leadership implemented a 
complex incentive scheme designed to 
relate profit to output for workers in 
state corporations. The third objective 
was the implementation of the ‘green 
revolution’ with its high-yield variety 
paddy and the ultimate aim of double 
and triple cropping. 

However, while the Ne Win regime 
successfully instituted the last two of 
these measures, the first solution — ac- 
cepting foreign aid and loans — has 
subsequently created difficulties for the 
country. Although about 80% of Bur- 
ma’s current loans are concessional, 
observers said Burma is still facing a 
serious problem with debt servicing. 
The debt service ratio (debt repayment 
as a percentage of exports) in fiscal 
1980/81 was about 28% and rose to 
about 33% in fiscal 1981/82. One 
observer explained that exports simply 

















did not keep pace with the foreign 
loans and aid. 

Other sources added that the debt 
service problem stemmed from an 
over-reliance on loan capital for in- 
vestments and the high proportion of 
money needed to cover the non- 
concessional! portion of external debt. 
They noted that about 20% of Burma's 
external debt is attributable to com- 
mercial loans which require 40% of 
Burma's debt servicing. 

The Burmese Ministry of Planning 
and Finance is currently following a 
strict policy of contracting only for 
concessional loans unless some addi- 
tional financing promises a quick 
return on exports. However, this 
policy represents only a short-term 
palliative and the Burmese government 
still needs to look elsewhere for other 
sources of investment capital. 


Tapping new sources of 
capital funds 


Analysts believed additional funds 
to help balance the Burmese trade 
deficit must come from either higher 
petroleum production, foreign private 
investment or investment by the coun- 
trys relatively prosperous ethnic 
Chines* and Indian residents. Each of 
these areas has its problems but the 
most critical is what observers ca!] Bur- 
ma‘s mini-energy crisis. 

In 1979, crude oil producticu was 
rising and Myanma Oil Corporation 
(MOC), Burma's state petroleum com- 
pany, signed a contract with Mit- 
subishi to supply one million barrels of 
crude oil for one year. Production at 
that time was officially estimated at 
10.8 million barrels. It subsequently 
fell significantly to slightly more than 
10 million barrels per annum and last 
year totalled only about 9.4 million 
barrels. 

Foreign analysts, however, be- 
lieved that output was actually 10% 
less than official statistics showed. The 
result was that Burma was unable to 
meet its commitment to Mitsubishi. 

More significantly, however, Bur- 
ma has not imported crude oil since 


1975 and government leaders wanted 
to continue this policy and avoid 
escalating energy costs on the world 
market. But to maintain its develop- 
ment programme, Burma faces a seri- 
ous dilemma: it must either discover 
new sources of crude oil or turn to 
imports. 

An equally serious problem for the 
Burmese economy has been the in- 
creased demand for petroleum prod- 
ucts domestically. The squeeze on 
diesel, gasoline and kerosene has 
forced the government to implement a 
strict rationing programme in the 
capital. 


Exploitation of crude oil 
deposits poses problems 


However, upcountry, the govern- 
ment has been unable to control the 
supply problems and diesel prices have 
soared on the black market. Some 
agricultural projects have stalled 
because of lack of fuel. 

Therefore, with its petroleum 
shortage, hopes are being pinned on 
the potential of further offshore ex- 
ploration. Earlier this year, a Japanese 
consortium, led by Japan's National 
Oil Company (JNOC), put up $16.8 
million for drilling in the Gulf of Mar- 
taban. Although the block, located 
about 100 miles offshore, looks prom- 
ising, the government did not offer 
foreign oil companies an opportunity 
to tender a bid for the area. Between 
1976 and 1978 they had explored with 
a noted lack of success and had found 
subsequent terms for offshore conces- 
sions unattractive. 

Even if oil in commercial quantities 
is discovered, MOC lacks the technical 
expertise to carry out offshore ac- 
tivities and would have to turn to 
foreign assistance for the necessary 
equipment and technology. But in- 
formed observers said Rangoon ap- 
pears reluctant to do this, despite the 
recent deal signed with the Japanese. 

Beyond all this. the Burmese 
economy faces another drain — the 
countrys notorious black market. 
Although it makes life tolerable for the 
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average Burmese, it has had a serious 
impact on the country’s borders in 
terms of exports. Informed sources 
said Burmese products that could be 
exported officially to earn foreign ex- 
change — like gems — are instead 
bartered for goods smuggled into the 
country to be sold on the domestic 
black market. 

With huge quantities of goods 
smuggled in from Thailand, the black 
market — which did an estimated $175 
million worth of business in 1981/82 
— is a result of the Burmese policy of 
attempting total self-sufficiency and 
non-reliance on the outside world. 

This ideological stance has become 
particularly critical because the coun- 
try needs to increase its capital invest- 
ment and undergo a massive rehabilit- 
ation programme. To do so, the 
government must purchase foreign 
goods at world market prices. Generat- 
ing the hard currency to make those 
purchases becomes especially difficult 
when exportable goods are smuggled 
across the border instead. 

Observers said that divorcing the 
official Burmese economy indefinitely 
from the rest of the world will continue 
to hamper Burma's economic recovery. 
And, they added, the lack of any 
resolution of the country’s energy crisis 
is likely to slow the economy's im- 
provement still further.

GRICULTURE is the mainstay of our 
economy. It is important not only 
for food self-sufficiency, but for earn- 

ing the major share of foretgn exchange in- 
come also, because rice, rice products and 
other food grains together make up the 
single largest foreign exchange earner, It is 
only logical that the co-operative sector, 
which is the second pillar of national eco- 
nomy, should share a larger portion of the 
agricultural production than it is doing now. 
In cold statistics, it must account for 50 per 
cent of agricultural output (agairist 10 per 
cent by the State and 40per cent by private 
sectors) by 1993-94, according to the 
20-Year Long-Term Plan. By then the- co- 
operative sector is expected to own 26 per 
cent of arable land hn the whole country. 
The political report of the Central Commit- 
tee submitted to the Fourth Congress of the 
Burma Socialist Programme Party also call- 
ed for expansion of co-operative agricultural, 
livestock and fisheries ventures to meet the 
ownership ratios as envisaged in the 
20-Year Long-Term Plan. 


As things stand, the co-operative sector 
has still a long way to go to realize its stipula- 
ted share in the agricultural sector, where 
private farmers working small holdings are 
still predominant. According to available 
figures, 61.4 per cent of farming families 
are working less than five acres of land 
each, 24.13 per cent working from five 
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to ten acres and 11.76 per cent working ten 
to 20 acres, It is also known that farmers 
working smalj holdings produce about 99 
per cent of the total output. But, their 
methods of farming being uneconomical, 
they earn small incomes. 


The sixth meeting of the Central Co- 
operative Society Council called for expan- 
sion of co-operative farms and the ir- 
man of the spelled out steps for or- 
ganizing small private farms into co-opera- 
tive ventures. During 981-82 financial year, 
101 co-operative farms and 1,065 ag = 
cultural farms accounted for only K 279 
million out of K 1,627 million worth of 
goods produced by all procos which in- 
cludes K 905 million produced by industrial 
procos. 


To merge small farms into bi Ones 
On co-operative principles sho pose no 
serious problem as it is only a short step 
from the age-old recip help system 
our rural folks are so accustomed to. Be- 
sides the ad of .pooled manpower, 
—- : farms will also have an easier access 
to State loans and enjoy priority in the 

rchase of inputs and machinery. 

ts Asiayones will, we believe, take 

upon themselves the task of enlightening 

the peasants on the merits of-working to- 

her on bigger plots and earning bigger 
ncomes for themselves.

POLL RESULTS TERMED SHOCK TO GANDHI

[Text] NEW DELHI — The results of last May's 
minieléctions in four Indian states came as a shock 
to Prime Minister Indira Gandhi and her ruling 
Congress (I) Party 

What were earlier predicted to be a cinch 
instead turned out to be a political nightmare for 
Mrs. Gandhi. And the results indicated one thing: 
Gone are the days when Congress (1) leaders could 
claim that theirs is the only popular political 
organization in India. 

The elections were heldin four state legislatures 
in Kerala in the south, West Bengal in the east and 
Haryana and Himachal in the north 

Indeed, the Congress (1) Party has been able to 
form governments in Kerala, Haryana and 
Himachal. But competent observers contend that 
this has been possible only with the help of a very 
narrow margin of seats in the legislature. 

In all the three states, the fate of the 
newly-formed governments is stil] uncertain. If a 
few Congress (I) legislators decide to join 
the opposition — which is not unusual in Indian 
State legislature — the ruling party will be in 
jeopardy. 

In West Bengal, meantime, 2 coalition of Leftist 
parties led by the Communist Party of India 
( Marxist) or CPI (M) retained its hold on the state 
with a convincing victory, thus reducing the 
Congress (I) to a negligible force. The Leftists have 
been in control of West Bengal since 1977 

Panic in Mrs. Gandhi's party over its ebbing 
popularity became evident soon after the 
elections Reports indicated that Congress (I) 
leaders desperately tried to win over some newly 
elected opposition . legislators in Haryana and 
Himachal. Featimg that it would lose in West 
Bengal, the naling pagty also tricd to postpone the 


elections 
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Mrs Gandhi's partymen from West Bengal filed, 


a suit in the Supreme Court to postpone the polls, 
claiming that the CP” (M) had tampered with the 
voters’ list. But they lost. They thenresorted to a 
smear Campaign agaist the ruling coalitjon, 
alleging that the law and order situation was not 
conducive to the holding of elections. 

The election commissioner, however, threw out 
the Congress (1) objections and authorized the 
polls The elections tummed out to be peaceful in 
the strife- torn state of West Bengal. 

If Mrs. Gandhi ts losing her popularity, she has 
only herself to blame. Her party is in shambles, 
with local bosses jockeyimg for positions 
in government.in Haryana,forinstance.Congress (1) 
is split into three factions One is led by the state 
Chief Minister Bhajan La, the second by 
Agriculture Minister Kao Birendra Singh and the 
third DY former Defense Minister Bansi Lal 

These warring tactions st up their own 
candidates, splitting the votes in many areas. It 
seems that Mrs. GandWi-has not yet been able to 
put her house in order, and the voters are now 
realizing that a divided wuling party can never 
deliver the goods. 

During the 1980 general @lections. Mrs. Gandhi 
vowed to introduce a “governmentthat works” as 
opposed to the then muling Janata Pany which 
could not work because of internal bickerings. But 
during the last two yeags sutce she became Prime 
Minister, her Government also appeared to have 
followed the samepath as the Janata. 
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~ In at least twostates— Maharashtra in the west 


and Andhra Pradesfi in the south — Congress (1) 


chief a, 9 ike forced tq resign, following 
widespr rges of corruption levelled against 
them by their own partymen In several other 
states where her party is in power, groups have 
emerged te oppose the nuling chief ministers 

Group rivalries have reached such an extent 
that they have spread to Mrs. Gandhi's own 
family. A few months ago, her daughter-in-law 
Maneka Gandhi, widow of Sanjay, left the Prime 
Miatster’s house. A nift is fast developing between 
the followers of Sanjay and elder brother Rajiv 
Gandhi who is being groomed a the next 
Congress (1) leader. Maneka Gandhi has become 
the rallying point tor Sanjay s supporters. 

The various groups in the Congress (I) still 
claim to be loyal to Mrs. Gandhi. But their bitter 
in-fighting is damaging the party, as evident from 
the last election results. At this stage, it seems that 
it is Mrs. Gandhi's personality which is still 
sustaining the party. 

Her hold is fast declining, however, 
according to political observers. A few years ago 
no one in Congress (1) could have dared to defy 
her nominee, no matter how unpopular her 
nominee might have been. As the recent election 
campaign showed, rival factions may not be 
opposing Mrs Gandhi, but they no longer have 
any compunction in sabotaging the chances of her 
nominees In fact, some are openly expressing 
their opposition to Rajiv Gandhi. 
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EXTREMISTS LIE LOW IN NORTHEAST REGION

ago at the tri-junction of I’ zoram, Tripura and Bangladesh, nothing much has 
been seen of the activities of the rebels in the whole North-Eastern Region, 
according to authenfic sources here. 


The five Mizo extremists were trying to cross into Indian territory from Bangla- 
desh and they were intercepted by the Indian security forces. With these extre- 
wists was found a rifle of Chinese make. 


Observers, however, keep their fingers crossed because the Mizo rebels while 
themselves surrendering to the authorities and thereby gaining freedom of move 
ment and other advantages, have not surrendered their arms. 


In Manipur, Mr Moni Kant Singh, the last of the China-trained extremists of the 
PLA, has been trying to regroup the rebel forces unde. his leadership. But the 
PLA elements in Manipur have refused to accept his leadership, even though he 
has been able to enlist support from some sections. 


It is not ruled out that there might be some clashes between the PLA factions 
themselves. The issue of discord is on in the leadership, according to these 
sources. 


No Joint Action 


In Nagaland, the pro-Phizo rebels are reported to have rejected the proposal 
of joint action. The proposal was mooted by ‘Brigadier Kholay of the NSCN 
(National Socialist Council of Nagaland). On the other hand, differences on 
tactical issues between Mr T Muivah and Mr Isaac Swue are still continuing. 


According to these sources, Mr Muivah has been disenchanted with the present 
Chinese leadership and would not like to be identified with the present Chi- 
nese leaders. Mr Swue is, however, of the view that help and assistance should 
be welcomed from any source that is available. 


Competent observers, however, do not expect any clash between the two factions, 
unlike in Manipur. 


In Tripura however, according to these sources, the apparent calm may be a 
lull before the storm. There are reports that in the Jampui hill areas Tri- 


pura rebels do mix freely with Mizo rebels. They reportedly plan their oper- 
ations jointly.

PLAN TO BLOW UP DELHI MARKET FOILED 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 26 May 82 p l 


[Text] NEW DELHI, May 25--A daring bid, allegedly by Manipuri extremists, to 
strike terror in the capital by blowing up an airconditioning plant atop the 

bustling under ground market in the heart of Delhi was foiled today with the 

timely detection of 26 live dynamite sticks, reports PTI. 


A typed sheet found along with the gelatine sticks placed under water pipes 
in the plant said "Down with Delhi regime, India Government. Surrender to the 
People's Liberation Army, eastern region", according to the police. 


The dynamite was so powerful that it would have brought down the superstructure 
of the sprawling complex, extensively damaged the surrounding buildings, and 
led to incidents of fire by electric shortcircuiting, police said. 


The dynamite was discovered accidentally by a gardener who noticed a wire at- 
tachea to some sticks and tied to the water pipes of the cooling tower. Get- 
ting suspicious, he informed the authorities, who summoned the police at 12-15 


p.m. 


Soon the Central Forensic Laboratory experts arrived on the scene and the de- 
vice was rendered harmless around 2-20 p.m. 


The four packs of sticks were linked to a table clock, but experts were still 
figuring out the exact time the dynamite was set to blow off. 


Immediately after detection of the explosives, the shopkeepers and customers 
in the underground market were asked to evacuate the place. Within minutes of 
the sounding of the alert, more than 1,000 people rushed out. 


According to our Delhi Office, the explosives were defused over an hour before 
the President of Nauru and President Sanjiva Reddy were to pass through Jan- 
path--the road next to the cooling tower---on their way from the airport to 
Rashtrapati Bhavan. 


They arrived at about 3 p.m. The VIP's route was changed at the last minute. 
The procession of cars went straight to Rashtrapati Bhavan from Willingdon 
Crescent instead of touching Connaught Place where the underground market is 
located. 
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ANOTHER SRI LANKA TERRORIST ARRESTED IN MADRAS 
Madras THE HINDU in English 25 May 82 p 12 


[Text] MADRAS, May 24--Another Sri Lanka national of Tamil origin, believed 
to be a member of the extremist Liberation Tiger movement, has been arrested 
here by the city police, who seized from him an unlicensed revolver. 


‘he police gave his name as Sivaneswaran (21) alias Niranjan and said he was 
arrested in Saidapet after a shooting incident on Sunday. 


This brings the total number of Sri Lankans arrested by the city police in the 
past one week to four--Prabhakaran and Sivakumar were nabbed on Wednesday 
night in T.Nagar after they opened fire on two other Sri Lanka nationals, 
suspected to belong to a rival group of the extremist organisation. Jothi- 
swaran, who sustained bullet injuries in the incident and has been admitted to 
hospital, is also under custody. 


On Sunday, Sivaneswaran was accosted by some members of the public near a lodge 
in Saidapet, since his movements were suspicious. He was reported to have fired 
two shots in the air to scare them away. A party of policemen, led by the In- 
spector of the Saidapet police station, rushed to the spot and overpowered 
Sivaneswaran. 


Following his arrest, the State CID Crime Branch raided the residence of an 
MLA in the city and a few other places and were stated to have seized docurents 
which are likely to throw light on the movements of these extremists. 


Police are also on the look out for Mukundan who escaped after the shooting 
incident in T.Nagar on Wednesday night and are keeping a vigil to nab other 
Sri Lankans oonnected with the Liberation Tiger movement, who may be on the 
prowl in the city.

He continued: The resolutions of the international conference on Kampuchea 
convened in July 1981, which asked for the complete withdrawal of Vietnamese 
troops from Kampuchea and allowing the Kampuchean people to hold free elections 
under UN supervision constitute the basis for a correct and just solution of 
the Kampuchean problen. 


Sitthi Sawetsila, Thailand's foreign minister, stated: The Vietnamese aggres- 
sion in Kampuchea has destroyed development in the region. 


He continued: There is no sign of relief in the confrontation in Kampuchea. 
This has led us to realize clearly that it is necessary to find a prompt solu- 
tion to the Kampuchean problem peacefully and by political means based on the 
resolutions of the UN General Assembly. 


Concerning the issue of uniting Kampuchean resistance forces to oppose the 
Vietnamese aggressors, Sitthi Sawetsila stated: The ASEAN countries will con- 
tinue to support the efforts of the Kampuchean resistance forces to unite with 
each other against the Vietnamese.

As all the comrades are aware, our Issarak Army was founded in 1951 and for 
more than 30 years our cadres and combatants have continued the good traditions 
of our Issarak Army.

Third, our army must help the people in the drive to increase production in 
order to improve our livelihood and build our fatherland. 


At the same time, our most important task is that of defense. Each ministry, 
each locality and each unit must prepare itself and be fully ready to fulfill 
the tasks assigned by the party. 


As for the uncles, aunts, grandmothers, grandfathers and all the people, you 
must help and support the for example, by letting army units set up 
their positions in your v , and communes, allowing the troops to rest 

in your homes or by reporting to the army should you see enemy elements.

UPCOMING KPRP ANNIVERSARY CIRCULAR NOTED

[Text] From 1930 to 1951 the revolutionary cause of the three Indochinese 
peoples was under the guidance of the Indochinese Communist Party, a party 
chapter of the Communist International. As required by the new revolutionary 
development of the three Indochinese countries, in 1951 the Indochinese Com- 
munist Party was divided into separate parties of Kampuchea, Vietnam and Laos. 


On 28 June 1951 the Indochinese Communist Party members in Kampuchea opened a 
congress under the chairmanship of Comrade Son Ngoc Minh to set up the Khmer 
People's Revolutionary Party which, from then on, had greatly accelerated 
the anti-imperialist and anti-feudalist cause in Kampuchea. 


When the lackeys of the Beijing reactionary expansionists--Pol Pot, Ieng Sary 
and Khieu Samphan--seized the party leadership, they gradually diverted the 
party along the erroneous path of an extremely narrow-minded nationalism to 
the point of betraying Marxism-Leninism, the objectives of the party and the 
Kampuchea-Vietnam-Laos bonds of friendship and creating the danger of genocide.

DRY SEASON AGRICULTURAL SUCCESSES NOTED 
BK191448 Pinom Penh Domestic Service in Cambodian 1100 GMT 18 Jun 82 


[Agriculture program report: "Vigorously Struggle and Prepare To Struggle for 
Production To Fulfill the 1982 Plan"] 


[Summary] During the last dry season, more than 147,000 hectares of rice were 
planted all over the country, nearly 116,000 hectares with ordinary rice and 
more than 31,800 hectares with IR-36 seeds. A number of provinces, such as 
Siem Reap, planted rice on a greater acreage than planned. 


"In short, we have planted over 51,000 more hectares of dry-season rice in 
1982 than in 1981. 


"All over the country, our peasants dredged and dug 19 canals, repaired and 
built 30 floodgates and strengthened and built almost 300 dikes." 


Apart from this, other activities such as the repair of agricultural tools 
and the selection of better seeds were undertaken. "On top of this, our peo- 
ple are determined to expand the reclained fallowland to 700,000 hectares in 
the next 5 years as stipulated by the fourth party congress. At the same 
time, the Minister of Agriculture planned to undertake intensive rice planting 
on 100,000 hectares in eight provinces, namely Kandal, Takeo, Kompong Chan, 
Kompong Thom, Kompong Chhnang, Battambang and Svay Rieng." The Ministry of 
Agriculture distributed 22,100 tons of chemical fertilizer, 1,500 tons of 
IR-36 rice seeds, 94,000 liters of insecticide, 2,500 sprayers and tens of 
thousands of plow-shoes to our peasants. 


By 15 May, more than 7,000 hectares of farm rice, 16,000 hectares of floating 
rice and 200 hectares of early broadcast rice were planted all over the coun- 
try and 2,521 hectares of rice sown and more than 19,000 hectares plowed using 
cattle and buffalo while 38,300 hectares in provinces such as Prey Veng, 
Kompong Thom, Siem Reap, Battambang and Pursat were plowed with tractors, 
including 11,300 hectares done by the central emergency groups. In those pro- 
vinces along river banks, more than 9,000 hectares of corn, 1,592 hectares of 
potatoes, 1,414 hectares of all kinds of beans, more than 2,300 hectares of 
vegetables and many thousands hectares of other crops were planted.

AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS REPORTED 


BK210600 [Editorial Report] Monitored Kampuchean media have reported the fol- 
lowing agricultural developments in the reporting period 14-20 June: 


National level: Phnom Penh Domestic Service in Cambodian at 1230 GMT on 

13 June carries an item on the achievements of the transport workers in var- 
ious sectors (filed as BK161405). The item notes that the workers are under- 
taking these tasks in support of the people who are striving to fulfill the 
rainy season rice production plan of 1.48 million hectares. 


Takeo: According to the radio at 1100 GMT on L4 Jume, the rainy season rice 
target in Samraong District is 17,370 hectares. it is planned to plant 

IR-36 seed on 1,500 hectares of land, and 40 tons of such seed have been re- 
ceived from the authorities. In Kirivong District, according to the radio at 
0400 GMT on 29 June, peasants planted 3,462 hectares of dry season rice, in- 
clucing 1,830 hectares of IR-36 seed. 


Kompong Thom: The radio reports at 1100 GMT on 14 June that the rainy season 
rice target is 130,000 hectares of rice. Already some 13,000 hectares of 
floating rice have been broadcast. The province has 46,000 head of cattle 

and buffalo, while tractor teams have helped till almost 3,000 hectares of 
land. In 1981, despite natural disasters, peasants planted 89,500 hectares 

of rice. This year, from January to April, the peasants sold 15,261 tons of 
rice to the state. At 0400 GMT on 19 Jume the radio reports by the end of this 
May, over 47,000 cattle and buffalo and over 7,000 hogs had been vaccinated in 
the province. 


Kandal: The radio reports at 0400 GMT on 16 June that in Phnom Penh District 
1,000 hectares of dry season rice was harvested with an average yield of 2 
tons per hectare. More than 1,600 hectares of land has been prepared for the 
rainy season crop and about 900 hectares have been sown. In Kandal Stoeng 
District, the radio reports at 1100 GMT on 19 June, the rainy season rice plan 
is 13,215 hectares of IR-36, floating and early rice varieties. By early June 
1,100 hectares of rice had been sown and 106 hectares of subsidiary crops had 
been planted. 


Prey Veng: The radio reports at 0400 GMT on 16 June that in the last dry sea- 
son peasants in Preah Sdech and Prey Veng districts planted 300 hectares of 
IR-36 rice. The highest yield was 8 tons per hectare, with an average yield 
of 5 tons per hectare. 
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Kampot: In Prey Nop District this rainy season's plan calls for 11,300 hec- 
tares of rice to be grown-up from last year's 10,660 hectares. Already 3,000 
hectares of land have been plowed and 300 hectares have been sown, reports 
Phnom Penh SPK in French at 0411] GMT on 16 June. 





Siem Reap-Oddar Meanchey: SPK reports at 1428 GMT on 16 Jume that in Kralanh 
District 4,230 hectares of rice have been planted. This year's rainy season 
plan calls for 24,760 hectares to be grown, against last year's 21,240 hec- 
tares. Last year peasants in the district sold 1,200 tons of paddy to the 
State. At 0406 GMT on 17 Jume SPK reports that by May peasants in the pro- 
vince had planted 4,500 hectares of floating and slash and burn rice against 
this year's target of 160,000 hectares. They have also planted 190 hectares 
of corn and 155 hectares of manioc along with sweet potato, beans and sesame. 
The province has 94,700 cattle, 33,400 buffalo, seven tractors and W walking 
tractors. The province has sold 9,520 hectares of paddy to the state. 


Kompong Cham: SPK reports at 1435 GMT on 15 June that peasants in the pro- 
vince have planted more than 1,000 hectares of rice, 4,000 hectares of corn, 
2,000 hectares of beans and a thousand hectares of sesame.

COUNCIL OF MINISTERS RESOLUTION ON CULTURAL PRODUCTS REPORTED 
BK111012 Vientiane Domestic Service in Lao 0000 GMT 9 Jun 82 


[Resolution No 48 adopted by Council of Ministers on Management of Cultural 
Products in LPDR--dated 24 March] 


[Text] Various LPRP Central Committee resolutions stipulate that to meet 

the people's material and spiritual demands is a cultural requirement. There- 
fore, the material products of culture carry cultural values intended to meet 
society's daily requirements, such as in living, eating, clothing and travel- 
ling; spiritual products of culture also carry cultural values aimed at meet- 
ing the requirements of members of society, such as their need to have knowl- 
edge, intelligence and ethical quality, their way of thinking, education 

and training. 


Such cultural products always reflect the social characters of different 
social systems in a given period and strongly affect man's social sense. 


In our country, paralleled with ever developing internal and external trade, 
thanks to the increasing demands for Lao cultural products at home and abroad, 
the production of cultural items has developed vigorously. As a result, in- 
ternational cultural exchange has increased. At the same time, the trading of 
cultural products by means of import and export has uncontrollably increased. 
For this reason, foreign cultural products that do not conform with the present 
Lao society have infiltrated our country. These products are, for example, 
tapes recorded with Thai songs, pornographic photographs, sexual books and 
journals and 8-mm films. Meanwhile, valuable Lao cultural products have gone 
out of the country. 


To safeguard the country's fine culture and to create a new, socialist culture, 
the Council of Ministers has adopted the following resolution: 


Article 1. To effectively carry out its management role, the Ministry of Cul- 
ture must implement the following detailed tasks: 


1. It must firmly grasp requirements for the capacity to serve and supply 
cultural items so that it can formulate regulations to commercialize cultural 
professions or products belonging to the state, collective and private sec- 
tors. 
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2. The administrative committees at various levels have the duty of issuing 
licenses requested in accordance with the ministry's regulations by state, 
collective or provate sectors engaging in cultural business. Those engaging 
in photography, enlarging and developing films and other work that involve 
national security must request licenses from the police organization which 
will be assigned to formulate procedures, standards, quality and systems for 
those granted the licneses to engage in cultural business. 


3. State, collective or private organizations authorized to conduct the 
business must be advised and guided to correctly implement the regulations. 
Meanwhile, all illegal activities must be promptly checked. 


Article 2. Specification of professions and cultural goods that fall under 
the supervision and management of the Ministry of Culture. 


The Ministry of Culture has the right to determine what professions and cul- 
tural goods should be commercialized. 


A. State, collective or private organizations can conduct the following busi- 
nesses: 


1. New and old books, newspapers, journals, photographs and commercial pic- 
tures. These items will be distributed by the Ministry of Culture to its 
branches with profits to the sellers calculated in percentage. 

2. Decorative pictures, miniatures of temples sculptured from wood, stone, 
earth or ivory and other sculptured figures. These items can be commercial- 
ized unless prohibited. 

3. Badges and flags produced at the request of organizations or offices. 


4. Bamboo baskets and garments. 


5. Musical instruments produced locally and tapes recorded with Lao songs or 
music approved by the ministry. 


6. Printing businesses approved by the Ministry of Culture and operating 
under the ministry's control and supervision. 


B. State, collective or private sectors are not allowed to conduct the 
following: 


1. The buying and selling of movie and photo films, exposed or unexposed. 


2. The buying and selling of photographic paper, chemical solutions for de- 
veloping films, cameras and camera spare parts and equipment. 


3. The buying and selling of records and cassette tapes, recorded or un- 
recorded. 


4. The buying and selling of antique items--stone, gold, iron and wood carv- 
ings, household utensils, production equipment and equipment for combat-- 
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which were used several centuries ago and which were used during the national 
salvation war. Other items include old documents, printed in whatever language, 
which are of historic, artistic, literary, scientific and technological signi- 
ficance; personal belongings of our famous ancestors known in the previous 
history and in the period of the national salvation war; old works of fine 

art which are now rare; new works of fine art which are no longer produced; 
religious offerings placed in temples; musical instruments and gold decora- 
tives used by various tribes in festivals. 


5. The private sector is prohib.ted from organizing private art troupes. 


6. The buying and selling of items or documents which are of a propaganda 
nature with backward contents that do not conform with the party and state 

line and policies or with the fine traditions and customs of the Lao nation. 
Such items are, for example, pornographic filme, pictures, newspapers, journals 
or books. Such items may damage the revolutionary quality and ethics. 


Article 3. The Ministry of Culture, the Finance Ministry, the Tax Department, 
the Industry and Trade Ministry, the Interior and the provincial and municipal 
administrations shall have the duty of implementing this resolution andi shall 
formulate regulations in accordance with their respective responsibilities 

and roles.

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EDITORIAL URGES COMPLIANCE WITH CULTURAL PRODUCTS RESOLUTION

of the Resolution on the Management of Cultural Products") 


[Text] The Council of Ministers recently adopted resolution No 48 on the 
management of cultural products in the LPDR. The resolution constitutes an 
important law, consisting of three articles, which all people should abide by. 


Article 1 defines the roles and responsibilities of the Ministry of Culture, 
the administrations at various levels and state, collective and private 
organizations in managing cultural products and carrying out cultural activ- 
ities as well as those of private individuals who are granted licenses to 
operate cultural enterprises. 


Article 2 specifies the cultural professions and properties that fall under 
the supervision and management of the Ministry of Culture. It clearly speci- 
fies which cultural professions and properties should be commercialized and 
those that are restricted. For example, books, paintings, decorative insignia, 
bamboo wickerware, locally produced musical instruments and printing businesses 
can be commercialized. As for photographs and motion pictures, photographic 
equipment and chemical solutions for developing films, cameras and camera 
spare parts, phonograph records, cassette tapes, antique items, private art 
troupes and documents whose contents do not conform to the party and state 
line--these cultural goods and professions are not allowed to be commercial- 
ized. 


Article 3 specifies that all ministries and administrations at all levels must 
strictly implement this resolution. 


The resolution on the management of cultural products adopted by the Council 
of Mnisters is extremely important and conforms strictly to the current re- 
ality in our country. As a matter of fact, the production of cultural prod- 
ucts in our country has been vigorously developed together with the expansion 
of import and export businesses. Because of the rising demands for cultural 
products in both domestic and foreign markets, the selling of cultural prod- 
ucts through local markets and export and import channels is also on the 

increase. But no control has been imposed on such enterprises. As a result, 
certain foreign cultural products which do not conform to Lao society have 
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been imported into our country, such as decadent foreign music and pornographic 
photos, books, magazines and films. At the same time, certain priceless and 
irreplaceable Lao cultural products have been smuggled out of the country. 


As we know full well, cultural products are important in meeting the material 
and spiritual demands of our people's way of life and our social requirements 
in such areas as living, eating, dress, travel education, intellectual pur- 
suits and learning. They exert a strong influence on our society's conscious- 
ness and the spiritual life of our people. 


To safeguard and preserve our fine national culture and foster a new socialist 
culture, our people of all strata, businessmen, cadres, armymen, policemen and 
cultural experts must profoundly understand the resolution on the management 
of cultural products adopted by the Council of Ministers andstrive to trans- 
late it into reality.

[Feature article: "The Nam Ngum Bridge Construction Company at Ban Hai Vil- 
lage Today" ] 


[Summary] "The engineers, workers, cadres and personnel of the Nam Ngum 

River Company No 1, which is attached to the Ministry of Communications, Public 
Works and Transportation, with the cooperation and assistance of Soviet special- 
ists, have begun to implement the Nam . gum River Bridge construction plan in an 
energetic and enthusiastic spirit. This bridge across the Nam Ngum River is 
located on Highway 13, which links Vientiane with a number of provinces in the 
central and southern regions of Laos. 


"A comrade company member told our radio reporters that the construction con- 
pany began work on this bridge in late 1981. In the initial stage, it built 
living quarters for the cadres, workers and specialists who are helping with 
this project. The construction of the bridge was begun later. When the work 
is completed, the Nam Ngum River bridge will be 254 meters long and 8 meters 
wide with a l-meter footpath on each side." 


The bridge is supported by 5 posts and will be able to support more than 80 
tons. 


The comrade company member also reported that the construction company is con- 
posed of more than 200 workers including 67 women. He said: There have been 
some difficulties in building this bridge. For example, there is shortage of 
certain equipment and the workers lack technical expertise. However, imbued 
with the spirit of revolutionary enthusiasm and a high determination to over- 
come all difficulties and obstacles, the workers have fulfilled much of the 
construction plan.

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WEATHER FORECAST POR 1982

[Text] Respected listeners, regarding the climatic situation in all regions 
in 1982, Comrade (Vongdala Keomuangchan), member of the meteorology and hydro- 
logy office in charge of weather forecast, has given an explanation to our 
press reporters. He said: 


The amount of rain in all regions is less than normal this year. We should 
wait, however, to see what the monsoons will be like. If the seasonal mon- 
soons are favorable, the rainfall in some localities, for example, in the 
southern region, may be normal. As far as all regions are concerned, as of 
now the rainfall is not steadily scattered and is not seasonal. The rainfall 
is late this year and not steady. 


Rain forecast: the rainfall is similar to that of 1981. The amount of periodic 
rains, however, is less than that in 1981. In Vientiane alone, the amount of 
rains in the first 10 days of June is less than that in the same period last 
year. The amount of rainfall will increase in the latter part of June. This 
amount however, will be normal. This is due to the fact that the southern 
monsoon is now increasing its velocity, while low depressions passing through 
the center of a low atmospheric pressure in the Gulf of Bengal continue to 
flow through northern Laos. Therefore, rains will slightly increase in 
Vientiane. It is expected that rains in the second 10 days of June will be 
more abundant than in the first 10 days of the same month. Taking into con- 
siderationthe scattering of rains, the rainfall in the last i0 days of June 
will be slightly less than in the second 10 days of June. The rainfalls may 
be reduced in July unless there are monsoons. 


Based on theories and experiences and some data, if rainfalls are normal, the 
amount of monthly rains will be as follows: 285 mm in June, 277 m in July, 
328 mm in August, 304 mm in September, and 91 mm in October. As for this 
year, monthly rainfalls are not normal. With regard to the scattering of 
rains, however, the amount of rains in the south will be favorable, although 
it is not normal. 


Comrade (Vongdala Keomuangchan) said that meteorological work is an important 
task and cannot be slighted, because it involves the forecasting of the 
climatic situation, aimed at gathering data for serving the economy, national 








defense, communications and transportation work as well as welfare work. The 
majority of the people have not understood this work and failed to attach 
importance to it. It has been slighted. Other branches of work-—the produc- 
tion sector in particular-—-have not coordinated matters with the meteorologi- 
cal branch. 


It is necessary for the production sector to rely on weather forecasts and 
meteorology in successfully carrying out cultivation and animal husbandry. 
Once the specialists or technicians follow daily weather reports and period- 
ical weather data and know how to apply their technical knowledge, they will 
be able to resolve problems such as those concerning animal husbandry and 
the widespread problem of crop insects. 


Therefore, with the support of the provincial agricultural services and 
administrations, a local meteorological branch should follow data for each 
day, every 10 days, each month, each 6 months and each year. Then such a 
local branch will have full information on the periodically changing climatic 
situation that directly affects local production. Meanwhile, this information 
will be useful for effectively combatting drought or floods.

°RIME MINISTER CALLS FOR END TO FOREIGN BORROWING

Prime Minister 
Cesar Virata declared 
over the weekend that 
while capital require- 
ments can be ade- 
quately serviced from 
foreign sources, the 
Philippines cannot rely 
forever on foreign bor- 
rowings to meet long- 
term financing re- 
quirements. 

Virata noted that 
there was a five per 
cent difference be 
tween investment and 
savings last year. 

He said investments 
represented 30 per cent 
of the country’s gross 
national product 
(GNP) compared to 
only 25 per cent for 
savings. 

To close the five per 
cent gap, Virata said, 
rural banks can in- 
crease their ecavings 
realistically by two 
percentage points with 
the remaining three 
per cent being taken 
care of by foreign bor- 
rowings. 

He pointed out that 
the gap cannot be re- 
medied by lowering in- 
vestments but by in- 
creasing through prop- 
er incentives. 

He asked rural 
bankers to step up 
their drive to increase 


savings in their respec- 
tive “communities. 

This is one good way 
of raising additional 
capital and lessening 
the country’s depend- 
ence on foreign financ- 
ing for longterm de- 
velopment projects, the 
Prime Minister told 
the annual convention 
of the Rural Bankers 
association of the Phi- 
lippines at the Philip- 
pine International 
Convention center. 

Virata asked rural 
bankers to play an ac- 
tive role in the evalua- 
tion of both private and 
government activities 
in their areas of opera- 
tions. 

Through rural 
banks, Virata said gov- 
ernment could get a 
helping hand in reduc- 
ing wastages and 
seeing to it that infras- 
tructure projects 
undertaken are not 
neglected. 

“With the help of ru- 
ral banks the general 
efficiency of the gov- 
ernment could be im- 
proved considerably 
with more effective re- 
sults and lesser cost,” 
Virata said. 

The Prime Minister 
called on the rural 
banking sector to brace 
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itself to the challenges 
of development. 

Virata said financial 
institutions like rural 
banks should be ready 
not only to provide 
needed capital but also 
equity investment and 
technical know-how 
needed in development 
projects. 

This, he said, could 
be achieved by provid- 
ing financial assist- 
ance to small and 
medium industries and 
through Venture 
Capital corporations 
(VVC) set up by com- 
mercial banks. 

Financial and 
banking institutions 
must be ready to face 
the challenges of de- 
velopment not only in 
terms of capital but 
also in the form of 
equit) investments 
and managerial skills 
vital in the success of 
any project, and you 
cannot escape from 
this responsibility,” he 
said.

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ECONOMIC PLIGHT OF MUSLIM FILIPINOS EXAMINED

Muslim problem in the southern 


Philippines is often overlooked by 
observers and commentators. Yet it 
was economic considerations which 
led the American colonia! administra- 
tors of the Philippines to set in motion 
the process of settlement of northern 
Filipinos in the south, leading to the 
present conflict. Given the low popula- 
tion density of Mindanao-Sulu and the 
regions vast economic resources, 
Americans started considering several 
alternative colonisation schemes. 

They considered settling the islands 
with American Negroes, Texan tar- 
mers, Italian immigrants and even Jews 
betore deciding to bring in Filipinos 
trom Luzon and the Visayas to change 
the country trom jungle to a paradise 
ot plantations and mines. 

Mindanao produces 50% of the 
Philippines corn. almost all its export- 
able bananas and pineapples, 50% of 
the tish. 20° ot the rice and 40% of 
the cattle. It has 89% ot the country s 
nickel and cobalt, 90% ot the iron ore. 
02 °% ot the limestone. almost 100% ot 
the aluminium ore and substantial 
amounts ot zinc copper and gold. Oil 
has been tound ott the coast ot 
Palawan — another island which was 
traditionally part ot the Muslim ma- 
jority area. 
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However, in terms of their par- 
ticipation in the booming economy of 
the southern Philippines, Muslims 
have generally been neglected by suc- 
cessive administrations. Exploitation 
of the region's resources has been 
undertaken mainly by American (and 
recently Japanese) corporations 
through the northern Filipinos. In 
1948, the south had a population of 2.7 
million which rose to over 8 million by 
1976, mainly through settlement. The 
Muslims constituted 98% of the pop- 
ulation of Mindanao and Sulu at the 
turn of the century but represented less 
than 40% of the region's inhabitants in 
the last census. 

The main beneficiaries of the open- 
ing up ot Mindanao-Sulu for economic 
development have been foreign cor- 
porations and their Philippines sub- 
sidiaries. For example, of 27,000 hec- 
tares under cultivation for bananas — 
a major export item — 20,000 hectares 
were in the hands of three companies: 
Stanfilco (a subsidiary of Dole), Phil- 
pak (a subsidiary of Del Monte) and 
Tadeco (a subsidiary of United Fruit). 
The average profit rate in banana 
production ran at USS9.700 per hec- 
tare per year, whereas the corporations 
paid $35 to $70 per hectare per year to 
tarmers from whom the land had been 
leased and who had later been em- 
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ploved as wage workers or the same 
land = Similar situations exist. in 
coconut and rubber production. 
Average labour costs in Mindanao, 
both for agriculture and industry, 
range between 9 and 11 cents an hour. 

For the Muslims. the plantations 
and massive industrialisation projects 
are symbolic of dispossession. Most of 
the land they stand on, was owned 
communally by Muslims before Amer- 
ican colonisation. During the period of 
the Philippine commonwealth, land- 
claim laws were enacted which enabled 
the Philippine government to pass the 
ownership ot ‘and not individually 
owned to the settlers in Mindanao. 
Over a fifty-year period or so. the 
Muslims lost most of their land to 
Christian settlers from Luzon and the 
Visayas, from whom it has passed on 
to the corporations. In 1980, there 
were 198 major industrial undertakings 
in Muslim Mindanao, only one ot 
which was controlled by a Muslim en- 
trepreneur. The sole Muslim indus- 
trialist tamily is the Dimaporos. close 
associates ot the powers that be in the 
country. 

In recent years. the Muslims have 
started facing the prospect of being 
pushed out of their otner major oc- 
cupation besides farming —- fishing. 
Large-scale fishing operations by the 
modern trawlers of big corporations 
are making it difficult for Moro 
tishermen to make a living trom the 
Sulu Sea and the Moro Gulf. Ot the 
large tishing industries in Mindanao- 
Sulu. enly two have Muslim interests 
and both are controlled by the Abu 
Baker family of Sulu. Only one fish- 
pond ot signiticant size is owned by 
Muslims and again :t is the Dimaporos, 
who hold the 2.08-hectare fishpond 
run by the Lanao Agro-Industrial Cor- 
poration.

COST OF CENTRAL BANK RESCUE EFFORT GIVEN

The Central Bank 
shelled out a total of 
P3.38 billion of ita own 
funds to rescue finan- 
cial institutions and 
private firms from the 
financial crisis that hit 
the system last year. 


This accounting of 
the cost of that rescue 
operations, never be- 
fore been revealed by 
the CB, is contained in 
the latest report on the 
economic develop- 
ments in the Philip- 
pines, a copy of which 
was obtained by the 
Bulletin yesterday. 


According to the re- 
port, the CB kitty con- 
sisted of a total of P2.7 
billion in) emergency 
advances granted to 
affected financial in- 
stitutions and P680 
million in restructur- 
ing credits extended by 
the Development Bank 
of the Philippines and 
Land Bank of the Phi- 
lippines which were 
used to pay off overdue 
loans of their clients. 

The massive shift of 
funds from quasi- 
banks to commercial 
banks, triggered by the 
crisis of confidence 
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generated by the flight 
from the country of De- 
wey Dee, the CB, in 
coordination with the 
government, embarked 
on a major rescue op- 
eration not only of cer- 
tain financial institu- 
tions but also of dis- 
tressed companies with 
big issuances of com- 
mercial papers. 

Initially, the CB pro- 
vided P1.6 billion 
directly to the affected 
non-bank financial in- 
stitutions through a 
special rediscounting 
facility that carried a 
penalty rate of 24 per 
cent for the first 60 
days and increased by 
2.0 per cent for each 
roll-over of the out- 
standing advances. 

These advances wer* 
meant to be repaia 
from loans drawn 
against the Industrial 
Fund which was capi- 
talized at P1.5 billion, 
with P1.0 b ‘lion sub- 
acribed by ine CB and 
the P500 million by the 
government. 

The fund was to pro- 
vide medium-term 
loans or acquire equity 
in viable enterprises 
which were heavily in- 
debted to the non-bank 
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financial institutions. 

The intention was to 
reflow to non-bank 
financial institutions 
the funds which earlier 
shifted to commercial 
banks and, in turn, 
used to retire CB adv- 
ances. 

As it turned out, 
according to the leng- 
thy IMF report, which 
is entitled "Recent Eco- 
nomic Developments 
in the Philippines,” re- 
leases from the indust- 
rial fund totalled only 
P450 million at the end 
of 1981, which was 
substantially below 
the target of P1.5 bil- 
lion. 

On the cther hand, 
emergency advances of 
the CB had risen to 
P2.7 billion instead of 
having been elimin- 
ated as originally in- 
tended. 

The IMF said that 
the unusually huge in- 
crease in CB advances 
was made not only in 
response to continuing 
deposit withdrawals 
from non-bank finan- 
cial institutions, but 
also from the need to 
strengthen the balance 
sheets of certain non- 
bank institutions in 
order to encourage 
mergers with stronger 
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banks and enable them 
to continue providing 
credit to their indust- 
rial customers. 

The IMF also found 
out that during the 
second half of 1981, 
many off-balance sheet 


‘obligations (those 


notes issued without 
recourse by the non- 
banks) had to be hon- 
ored by the CB to pre- 
vent further loss of 
confidence in financial 
institutions. It like- 
wise helped shore up 
the financial position 
of the institutions con- 
cerned. 

In addition to the in- 
dustrial rehabilitation 
fund, the IMF reported 
that a further P680 
million in credits for 
restructuring firms 
were granted by the 
CB of the Philippines 
and the Land Bank of 
the Philippines. 

Subsequently, the 
industrial fund was 
abolished in the early 
part of 1982. The CB 
opened a rediscount in 
the early part of 1982.

wide, Mapa said. 

"To rely too much on 
the supply and demand 
for oil will not assure 
us with a stable supply 
of oil, particularly 
bacause of political 
conflicts among oi! pro- 
ducers,” he aid 
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“This kind of prob- 
lem will increase the 
challenges the busi- 
ness sector faces in the 
coming years, particu- 
larly those involved in 
credit management,” 
Mapa said. 

Among the basic 
foundations for the cre- 
dit management firms 
to look into is the inhe- 
rent viability of pro- 
jects through a thor- 
ough analysis of the 
economic situation,” he 
recommended. 

He said that in cop-

F the government 

raises the price of rice 
by so much and the labor 
groups are granted a cor- 
responding increase in 
wages, that is not yet a 
wage-price spiral. 

Wher prices and wages 
chase each other in an 
upward pattern in fairly 
rapid fashion, then that is 
it. And it is bad because 
the rate of inflation will 
be high and the trend will 
not easily be reversible. 

If they can help it 
knowledgeable govern- 
ments try to prevent this 
phenomenon because it is 
harmful*to all. Wages 
have a quality in them 
that is called upward- 
stickiness. It took a long 
recession and an unusual- 
ly high rate of unemploy- 
ment for some segments 
of organized labor in the 
United States to settle for 
wage cuts. 

Possibly one of the ways 
of averting a wage-price 
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spiral is to raise the pro- 
ductivity rate. If productiv- 
ity increases and nominal 
wages remain constant, 
the underlying inflation is 
reduced. 

It must have been for 
that reason that some 
time ago the President 
announced some mea- 
sures by which to raise 
farm productivity even as 
if he favored a small in- 
crease in the buying price 
of palay. 

Now some groups are 
agitating for an increase 
in daily wage on account 
of the new and higher rice 
price. The convening of a 
national tripartite confer- 
ence for the purpose of 
studying the proposal is 
well-advised because any- 
thing that is likely to 
start a wage-price spiral 
has to be studied well. 


The principal consid- 
eration that must be 
borne in mind is all sec- 
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tors of the economy are 
supposed to equally bear 
the hardships brought ab- 
out by the depressed eco- 
nomic condition. 

The idea is to make the 
difficulties manageable 
pending the upturn. Eco- 
nomic recovery may come 
late this year or next 
year. Nobody can tell. It 
depends on the perform- 
ance of the western econo- 
mies. 

For us there is no quick 
way out.

[Text ] LOCAL manufacturers are seeking 
increased government protection against 
smuggling which is wreaking havoc on the 
operations of many companies. 

A senior executive of a large manufacturing 
firm says that many companies are losing their 
markets because they cannot compete with 
smuggled products that are sold at much cheaper 
prices. 

The company official claims that foreign pro- 
ducers which are experiencing weak markets are 
dumping their products on Third World countries 
at giveaway prices. 

Smuggling is prevalent in the textile, foodstuff 
and appliance sectors. 

Almost all major products, especially consumer 
items, that are locally manufactured are matched 
by imported goods that are smuggled into the 
country. 





IMPORTERS are able to sel] the untaxed items 
faster because prices are reportedly much lower 
than those that are produced locally. 


To check the inflow of untaxed items, it was 
suggested that the Central Bank and the Bureau of 
Customs coordinate their efforts in monitoring 
importation activities. 


The CB can then direct commercial banks to be 
more strict in opening letters of credit for 
importation purposes. Sometimes, dubious 
companies or those that are non-existent are able 
to open L/Cs. 


As a result, imports that are later checked by 
customs agents for musdeclaration of 
undervaluation are usually consigned to non 
existent companies oF to take adcresses.

Unicom, the sources added, of- 
fered to ship initially from 5,000 
to 10,000 metric tons of coconut 
oil to Mexico this August.

ITS equivalent in Mexican crude 
oil will be based on a price formula 
that will take into account at the 
prevailing worla market prices of 
the products. 

Coconut oil is now. selling from 
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22.5 to 23 US cents per pound. 
Crude oil is fetching an average of 
$32 a barrel. 


The sources also said that Unicom 
has pledged to pay the Philippine go- 
vernment a fixed amount of about 
$2 as commission for every barrel 
of oil imported by PNOC from 
Mexico. 


It was not known how the govern- 
ment will pay Unicom for the coco- 
nut oil shipments. 


THE sources explained that the 
proposed barter deal will favor the 
Philippines because it does not re- 
quire the outflow of foreign ex- 
change. 


Furthermore, — the additional 
coconut oil requirements of Mexico 
can stir up activity in the local indus- 


try. 


The industry has been going 
through rough times in the past few 
months because of the depressed 
demand for coconut oil abroad. 

















WORLD BANK GRANTS COAL EXPLORATION LOAN

THE World Bank approved 
yesterday a $17-mullion long-term 
loan for the Philippines to finance 
coal exploration projects in Samar, 
Eastern and Western Mindanao. 


It was the first WB loan to the 
Philippines to support a $25-million 
(about P212 million) program to 
reduce dependence on imported of 
through the development of 
domestic energy resources. 

The project will be implemented 
by the Philippine National Oil Co. 
Cual Corp., which will also get tech- 
nical assistance in all aspects of coal 
exploration, mine development and 
mine operation. 

THE project will provide 


geological data for two promusing 
coakbearing areas in Eastern 
Mindanao and Samar. 


The exploration is intended to 
locate coal deposits that could be 
mined by the open-pit method 
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Proceeds of the ican will also be 
used to fimance detailed coal 
exploration of a known field in the 
Lalat area of Southwestem 
Mindanao. The data gathered will be 
used for future preparation of a 
preliminary mine design and of 
prefeasibility studies. 

The loan is for 20 years including 
five years’ grace, with interest at 11.6 
percent a year. . 

LOCAL coal now accounts tor 
two percent of the country's total 
energy requirements. This is 
projected to go up to 20 percent 
by 1986. 

An. increase in domestic coal 
utilization in the coming years is 
projected because of the setting up

Norther terrorism in the form of parcel-bombs that were 
discovered last week. The whole phenomenon of Norther 
terrorism was the product of the bitter disillusionment felt 
~ Me Tamil youth in the mid-1970's because of educa 
t and examination policies which they believed would 
more and more separate them from the rest of the country. 


But the more volatile the terrorist movement became, the 
more savage did Government agencies become concomi- 
tantly in stamping out the terrorist challenge. What is more, 
it began to increasingly sour relations between the two 
communities until they became two antagonistic forces 
confronting each other at every turn. 


When this situation produced two communal holocausts 
even devouring such elements as the plantation workers 
who have no hand in the machinations of either politicians 
or terrorists, a new sense of urgency was generated on both 
sides of the fence. The TULF felt the need for some kind 
of machinery to attend to the immediate needs of the 
Tamil people and the Government, too, was willing to reci- 
procate. Thus, was born the dialogue between the Govern- 
ment and the TULF 
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The TULF’s dilemma is that it has to ensure that its 
policies or the hasty adventurism of the more hot-headed 
elements of the community do not jeopardise the 
interests of the Tamil people as a whole even while it is 
assailed by these same elements for its alleged treachery. 
The TULF could not allow the gulf between the two 
peoples to widen for not only would it have invited further 
reprisals from the state, but the very future of the Tamil 

would have been endangered. The fact that the 

has chosen to enter into a dialogue with the Govern- 

ment, and what is more, chosen to adhere to it in spite 
of criticism, is an index of their sense of responsibility. 


For its part, the Government, too, finds itself in a 
dilemma. On one hand, it cannot allow relations between the 
two peoples to deteriorate any further since the communal 
holocaust that would comeabout would embrace the entire 
country and have an incalculable impact on its future. On 
the other hand, it can slways be criticised by Sinhala 
extremists for ‘selling the country to *he Tami people’, 
a potent war-cry as past experience nzs shown. Therefore, 
basically, the Government and the TULt -e trapped in the 
same situation. They are caught betwec: the broader 
interests of the country and the attacks which can emanate 
from their opponents in the short-term. 


If anything is to emerge from the talks between the 
Government and the TULF, each party must convince their 
supporters, and if possible, the people each represents , that 
the path that has been chosen is the only possible one. 


They have to keep the jingoists and the tub-thumpers in 
their ranks in check.

Senior ASEAN officials meeting 
in Singapore have decided to reco- 
mmend to their Forcign Ministries 
that the Association of the South 
East Asian Nations should put a 
freeze on any fresh dialogue with 
individual countries who want to 
join the Association. 

Wha: this means in practical 
terms is that Sri Lanka, which 
applied for membership of ASEAN 
will, for all purposes, be deemed to 
have been rejected. 

Sri Lanka's plans to apply for 
ASEAN membership was announ- 
ced by Prime Minister R.Premadasa 
during his tow of Philippines, 
Indonesia, Malaysia and Thailand, 
ali ASEAN members, last year. 


According to informed sources 
Foreign Minister A.C_S. Hameed was 
not informed about the proposed 
application when he met Prime 
Minister Premadasa prior to the 
foreign tip last year. But the 
Prime Minister's Secretary Mr 
Bradman Weerakoon is said to 
have told a top Foreign Ministry 
official that Sri Lanka will make a 
move to toin ASEAN 

Informed sources further state 
that Mr.Bernard Tilickeratne, the 

Foreign Ministry official who 
accompanied the Prime Minister's 
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party was not aware of any move to 
join ASEAN. 

When the news of Sri Lanka's 
desire to join ASEAN was first 
announced overseas, the Indonesian 
Ambassador in Sri Lanka was 
cabled and asked to get a briefing 
from the Foreign Ministry in 
Colombo. He found to his surprise 
that the mz. in charge of the 
ASEAN desk was completely 
unaware of Sri Lanka's moves. 

In fact, the Foreign Ministry 
in Colombo was caught on the hop 
by the Prime Minister's remarks and 
a hurriedly-prepared answer to a 
question by an opposition MP in 
Parliament carefully stuck to what 
had been announced by the Prime 
Minister and added that no appli- 
cation had been made to ASEAN 
at that time. 

But, over the last few months, 
remarks have been made by res- 
ponsible people in the ASFAN 
countries to indicate that Sri 
Lanka was not welcome. 

ASEAN Diplomats are puzzied 
as to why Sn Lanka had 
persued to try and get ASEAN 
membership when it was clear that 
Sti Lanka was not wanted. 

The Prime Minister's announce- 
ment about ASLAN last year came 
soon after a first meeting between 
other Foreign Ministers of India, 
Bangladesh, Nepal, Bhutan, the 
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Maldives and Sri Lanka to 
discuss South Asian Regional co- 
operation. The discussions had been 
held in Colombo at Sri Lanka's 
initiation. 

According to diplomatic 
sources, the strongest opposition 
to Sri Lanka's application came 
from Indonesia which is believed to 
have stressed that any expansion of 
ASEAN should be Eastward and 
not Westward, and that Sri Lanka 
was definitely out as it beionged to 
South Asia. 

Another important factor is 
that, unlike in the five ASEAN 
countries, there is a formidable 
political opposition in Sri Lanka. 
The communist parties are not 
banned as in ali the ASEAN 
countries. Belonging to a leftist 
party is neither illegal nor a bar to 
employment in government. There 
had been views expressed by some 
senior ASEAN diplomats that by 
admitting Sri Lanka it could lead 
to communist infiltration of who 
may have left-leaning affiliations.. 
They said that it would have been 
quite embarassing to ask that other 
ASEAN countries should bave a 
say or screen Sri Lankas who would 
be attached to ASEAN. 

Another view was that if Sri 
Lanka was admitted, ASEAN 
would get involved in Indian oczan 
politics.

Sri Lanka’s flirtation with the Association of South 
East Asian Nations (ASEAN) is to end, after all, in bitter 
heart-break. 

Ever since Prime Minister Premadasa took everyone by 
surprise by announcing that Sri Lanka wished to join the 
Club somewhere last year, Sri Lanka has been zealously 
pressing its suit with all the ardour of a Victorian suitor, 
but now comes the curt announcement from Singapore that 
the bride is unwilling. It had all along been a one-sided 
affair with the mandarins in Colombo deluding themselves 
with an imaginary love. 

It did not need a diplomatic soothsayer to predict that 
Sri Lanka would never be able to join ASEAN. Ever since 
the country submitted its hasty application for member- 
ship, the deities of ASEAN have been giving us free 
tuition in geography. Periodically, we are reminded by the 
Singaporean masters that Sri Lanka does not belong to 
South East; Asia. It is on this same basis of geographical 
incompatibility that Sri Lanka’s application is to be finally 
rejected, 


The mandarins who preside over our affairs, surely, 
don't need foreign tuition to know that Sri Lanka is nota 
South East Asian country? Then, what was the provoca- 


‘tion or justification for courting an unwilling bride? 


it is a well-known fact that the Prime Minister's now 
famous announcement that Sri Lanka would join ASEAN 
if invited to do so had taken the Foreign Office by total 
surprise. It was a bolt from the blues which so prostra- 
ted the whizz-kids of the Foreign Ministry that they were 
temporarily dumb-struck, While Mr.Premadasa was prating 
about the great benefits which could accrue to the country 
if Sti Lanka hitched its bandwagon to this particular star, 
there were quite a few red faces at Republic Square as 
officials were left struggling to explain the Prime Minister's 
sudden and erratic foray into diplomatic affairs. 


Once the brick was dropped, the country couldn't turn 
back. There are other countries which would have, but 
not Sri Lanka. So, a formal application was submitted anc 
a magul kapuwa despatched post haste to Singapore. 
Smacking his lips, the suitor waited. 
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Every one except the foolish suitor knew what was in 
store. The Asian Wall Street Journal headlined its story 
on Sri Lanka’s flirtation with the seductress as ‘trying to 
Open a door that’s firmly shut’. ‘Sri Lanka’s application’, 
said the AWSJ boldly, ‘brought to a head an aw kward 
and embarassing issue which member countries would 
have liked to avoid’. 

Now that the embarassment has ended in positive 
humiliation for the over-ardent suitor, the Government 
would do well to draw the lessons of this debacle. The 
Government has still to offer a satistactcry explanation 
for this sudden ASEAN obsession. The irony was that Sri 
Lanka declared its love for the ASEAN damsel just weeks 
after the country had hosted a meeting of Foreign 
Ministers of South Asian countries (if the mandarins need 
any tuition, Sri Lanka is a South Asian country) as a 
possible prelude for a regional grouping But that affair 
ended prematurely when the ASEAN seductress appeared 
on the horizon. 

Even at this late stage, we believe the Governinent cwes 
an explanation to the country on why it rushed headlong 
into this ASEAN misadve nture, abandoning the South 
Asian alliance so insensitively. The basic lesson of this slap 
in the country’s face is that Sri Lanka’s future lies with 
South Asia, our natural and geographical locale. In fact, 
President Jayewardene himself, not verv long ago, suggested 
exploring the possibility of a South .\sia1, Market. 


The Government may well be obs...ed with the new 
neon-lit havens of South East Asia such as Singapore, but it 
would be myopically suicidal to abandon the common 
interests we share with our neighbours. We have to stre- 
ngthen relations in the economic sphere with countries such 
as India and the Maldives. For example, we can try to 
obtain better terms of trade with India with which country 
we have a current adverse trade balance. There are several 
ways by which this can be improved. For example, SLBC 
cannot exploit fully the potential of Indian advertisers over 
the SLBC Indian beam due to restrictions placed by India. 
Steps must be taken to correct this situation, in which case, 
Rupavahini, which according to all reports, is popular in 
South India, can also accept Indian advertisements. 

Anyway, the crux of the matter is that Sri Lanka must 
try to improve its economic relationship with its regional 
neighbours, rather than chase distant mirages which can 
only generate frustration and disillusionment. 

In the last analysis, it is the good relationship a country 
— with its neighbours which is its surest Sviwark of 
safety. 
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ATTEMPT TO JOIN ASEAN TERMED COLOSSAL FOLLY

[Text] Back to ASEAN. We offer no apologies for returning to 
a subject which, doubtless, many persons would like to 
bury because we believe that the High Priests who formu- 
late foreign policy have yet to digest all the lessons of this 
debacle. To fully grasp the reasons for ASEAN’s rejection 
of Sri Lanka’s application for membership, we have to 
understand ASEAN’s history and role, for there lie the 
roots of rejection. 


Bangkok was ASEAN’s womb and it was 15 years ago 
in August 1967 that the ASEAN declaration was formally 
signed in the Thai capital. The objectives of this regional 
grouping were proclaimed to be economic growth and the 
preservation of peace and stability in the region. The 
countries which — to form this latest regional club 
were unabashedly ro-American and, thus,  anti- 
Communism became the rationale of ASEAN thinking. 
In that wih of American hegemony in Asia (just 
before the fall of Vietnam and Kam uchea) the US was 
still the mtemational super cop and KSEAN was to be a 
homage to Washington. “40 assailed by domestic 
critics as a lackey of the US, the UNP Government of the 
day was not willing to join ASEAN precisely because of 
this pro-US stance. 


The triumph of parties sympathetic to Communism in 
Vietnam and Kampuchea altered the balance of regional 
power and generated 4 new situation for the front-line 
countries. ASEAN which had, hitherto, been confined 
largely to the paper on which the declaration had been 
insesioed, bestirred itself and got ready to face the new 
realities. They were compelled to bury their differences 
in the face of this new resurgence of pro-Communist 
sympathies in the 8. gro and in February 1976, in Bali 
in Indonesia, resolve 
co-operation and solidarity among the member states.. 
reaffirming the determination of their respective 
Governments to continue to work for the promotion 
of peace and stability and progress in South East Asia’. 
Towards this end, they expressed their readiness to 
develop friendly relations with countries in the 
region, 

Behind this ritual phraseology of diplomacy, the 
ghost of pro-Americanism continued to lurk. For 
example, the Heads of State reiterated their ‘interest in 
pursuing efforts to realise the early establishn.ent of a

to work together in a ‘spirit of 
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Zone of Peace, Freedom and Neutrality’ - a concept which 
the Kampuchean and Vietnamese standard bearers of 
Communism had treated with suspicion as a Trojan Horse 
introduced to the — to undermine the liberation 
struggles when the US-backed regimes in these two 
countries were tottering. 


So, ASEAN continued true to form. They presented a 
harmless economic face to the world while behind this 
visage was their continuing support for the US and their 
role as the bulwark protecting US interests in the region. 
It is this stance which has provoked continual insur- 
gencies and Communist-backed instability in three of 
the five ASEAN countries. 


This is not to say tnat there haven't been attempts 
to promote economic ties. There have been attempts to 
i in the production of basic commodities such as 
‘ood and energy, co-operative action towards the establish- 
ment of large industrial projects, preferential trading arran- 
= to facilitate the expansion of trade among the 

ive, formulation of joint approaches to international com- 
modity and other economic problems, giving priority to the 
stabilisation and increase of export earnings of ASEAN 
commoditics through commodity agreements includin 
buffer stock schemes etc. The rest of Asic has watched with 
interest the progress —s the six years after Bali. Differ- 
ences have been minimised and priority corded to com- 
mon issuesand = interests. 


In this context it was perhaps understandable that 
Sri Lanka would have found ASEAN an attractive proposi- 
tion. To all appearances it was a healthy and thriving orga- 
nism from which any country would stand much to gain. 
But conversely what does Sri Lanka have to offer ASEAN? 
While it would definitely have appeared as an asset to us Sri 
nka was quite clearly an embarrasing liability in 
ASEAN’s eyes. What is the contribution Sri Lanka can 
possibly make towards strengthening ASEAN’s economic 
clout or enhancing peace and eeeny in the region? As far 
as the decision-makers of ASEAN were concerned Sri 
Lanka was small beer, a pigmy knocking at the gates at 
whom they have turned up a supercilious nose. In a situa- 
tion where the countries of ASEAN were making a vigorous 
effort to stabilise and consolidate their own gains they were 
clearly not in a mood to add to their problems, 


So came the slap in the face from Singapore. But 
now that the blow has been dealt there is little to © gained 
by shedding copious tears over spilt milk. Much less should 
we try to sweep the issue under the nearest carpet and 
pretend that everything is rosy in the garden. Several ques- 
tions have to be posed and answered if such a diplomatic 
gaffe is not to be repeated, How did we so patently come 
to misjudge the thinking of ASEAN? Were our missions in 
the relevant capitals not consulted? Or were the reports 
they submitted misleading? Was the decision to woo 
ASEAN taken against the advice of the country’s accredited 
representatives? Was it a decision of the whole Govern- 
ment? Or was it the result of any particular person riding 
his hobby horse? Did that person fave the authority to take 
such an arbitrary decision? 


There is no doubt that this whole sorry episode has 
seriously eroded our regional credibility. By summarily 
abandoning the concept of South Asian co-operation, 
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which figured largely at the mecting of South Asian Foreign 
Ministers in Colombo, and rushing headlong to embrace 
ASEAN, we have seriously alienated our neighbours. The 
manner in which this whole initiative was made was 
entirely clumsy, crude and totally unprofessional. It is 
‘he very embodiment of the proverb about fools who 
gleefully rush where angels fear to tread, but the tragedy 
is that the victim of this colossalfolly has been the country 
and its international prestige. 


If idiom can be any consolation to those nursing the 
ASEAN wounds, this whole episode goes to prove that 
no initiative, however ingenious, stands any chance of 
success ‘if it is born in the minds of a few and carried 
in the hearts of none’. Diplomacy, after all, must be 
discreet and persuasive, and not stridently conspicuous.

A top Police spokesman told 
‘The Island’ that the objective of 
the campaign seems to be the 
assasination of potential UNP and 
SLFP candidates in the North at 
the next elections. All parcels had 
been addressed to Tamil SLFPers 
and UNPers of the North. 

The names of senders on the 
parcels containing bombs were 
also those of SLFP and UNP 
politicians of the North. 

The addresses of all senders on 
parcels were false, said the Police. 
One of the names mentioned as 
sender had been a former SLFP 


All post-offices in the North have 

been asked to check the identity 
cards of anyone sending parcels 
by post. Post offices have been 
also asked to request any suspi- 
cious looking parcel to be re 
opened. 

Meanwhile, another postal 
employee P.A.R.Perera ($4) died 
at the Jaffna Hospital on Wed- 
nesday night. Two others 
Wimalasena and K.M.Jacob were 
admitted along with him to the 
Jaffna Hospital. 

Four others M.E.Kumara- 
singhe, D.R.Weerakkon, R.J. 
Perera and P.Ramachandran have 
been admitted to the Kilinochchi 
Hospital. 

All are postal employees who 
were in the Mail wagon of the 
K.K.S.Fort Mail train on Tuesday 
night at the time of the explosion.

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BOMBS BY MAIL CAMPAIGN IN NORTH: DIRECTED AGAINST POLITICIANS

[Text] The North is now in the throes of a deadly menace-“Bombs by Mail”. 


The Colombo-bound mail train from Kankesanturai on Tuesday night was rocked by 
two explosions resulting in one person being killed and injuring 8 others. 


Three parcels, two at the Jaffna Post-Office and one at the Colombothurai sub- 
post office, said to contain bombs, have been seized. 


Tuesday night's explosions on the KKS-Fort mail train took place between Juri- 
kandy and Mankulam. According to Police, the first explosion had occurred in 
the mail van shortly after the train had passed Murikandy station. Although 
the driver had stopped the train and inquiries were made, the train had later 
proceeded towards Mankulam station as it was not possible to do anything in 
the jungle areas. 


As the train drew close to the Mankulam station a second explosion shook the 
mail van. The two explosions had resulted in 1 mail sorter, Rasiah of Kara- 
veddy being killed and eight others being injured. 18 people were said to be 
travelling in the mail van. 


Following the train explosions Police declared a state of alertness i. the 
post-offices. As a result two parces from Jaffna post-office and one from the 
Colombothurai sub-postoffice containing bombs were seized. Two parcels were 
wrapped in brown paper. 


hom. disposal experts from Colombo have been rushed to Jaffna in this 
connection. 


Police are also investigating whether Monday night's explosion in the Jaffna 
town where a 13-year-old boy died has any bearing on the ‘bombs-by-mail' ter- 
ror campaign. 


Police feel that it has been unleashed by merbers of the new terrorist groups 


now emerging in Jaffna. Post offices have been alerted to keep a close watch 
on suspicious parcels.

[Text] Militant political groups in the Jaffna Peninsula want the Tamil people 
to boycott the next elections scheduled for June 1983. 


Leading the campaign is Dr. S. Tharmaligham (74), leader of the Tamil Eelam 
Liberation Front (TELF), the breakaway group of the TULF. 


The TELF leader, who represents the more radical elements in the north, plans 
to launch mass agitation for the boycott of elections. Already, the (TELF)has 
appealed to the people at its usually well-attended public meetings, to boycott 
the polls. The Front's leaders hope to write to election candidates in the 
north not to send in their nomination papers. 


Dr. Tharmalingham, till recently a strong supporter of the Federal Party, and 
the TULF, told ‘The Island’ that the TULF had failed to fulfil the mandate 
given by the people at the last general elections for a Tamil Eelam. 


The(TELF)he said, was “not a political party but a ‘Liberation movement’ and 
would lead the struggle for a seperate state”.

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GOVERNMENT URGED TO FIGHT TERRORISM

If the top brass of the Police had felt inclined to indulge 
in any comfortable self<ongratulation over the arrest in 
Tamilnadu of the two key northern terrorists, that mood 
would have been quickly dissipated by the latest dimension 
northern terrorism has assumed. We refer. of course, to the 
“bombs-by-mail’, which made its appearance last week. 
Two of the bombs exploded on board the Colombo-bound 
mail train from KKS on Tuesday killing one person and 
injuring eight others. As usual they were all persons 
unconnected with the machinations of cither terrorists or 
their targets. Innocent persons have oiten to die to alert the 
authorities to impending dangers 

Now that the damage has been donc the experts and the 
theorists will rush in with their ponderously fancy theses 
There is talk of the northern terrorists receiving foreign 
training, knowing talk about international cioak and 
dagger connections and IRA links. Whether all this ts just 
the icing on the cake or hard fact one thing 1s clear. The 
terrorists are getting increasingly sophisticated in the 
methods they are adopting and the manner of their 
execution. One doesn't necessarily have to receive training 
in the political underground abroad to mmbibe the latest 
metho ts of terrorism. In an age when a global clectronic 
culture rules the world the lessons imparted by TV and the 
cinema are indeed potent 


Whai 1s necessary 1s to understand the psychology 
behind this latest outburst of icrrorism rather than search 
for us physical antecedents although that too might be 
necessary later. But the most important factor 1s to 
understand the motivations behind this newest phase of 
northern terrorism for without such a grasp no counter- 
offensive can succeed) What ts signiticantis that this terror 
campaign is the work of a desperately divided terrorist 
chque. This ts a different phase from the time when no one 
dared challenge the hagemony of the terrorists inthe north 
During the last few months this ascendancy has been 
undermined until the terrorsts thempycives split leading to

the Madras arrests. Wath the initial sense of buoyancy. 
generated by their undisputed dominance of the north now 
undermined, the ranks of the terrorists are divided and 
plunged in confusion. Hence such desperate methods as 
‘bombs-by-mail’. The individual killings of police officers 
and informants, despicable though they were, had at least s 
sense of bravado about them. But sending bombs by post to 
one’s political opponents is the action of the desperate and 
the cowardly. 


The Police, therefore, must fully undersfand the 
present phase of northera terrorism. It ts only if one 
understands one’s oppodent’s psychology that any 
successful strategy can be drawn up!” " 

At the ssme time, it is necessary that the Police too 
streamline their methods to meet the challenge of terrorism. 
Both in intelligence as well as methodology and weaponry 
the Police must be sophisticated if they are to adopt an 


“aggressive strategy. Otherwise they will always be on the 


defensive without being able to take the initiative. 


Recently there have been many sermons on the 
importance of intelligence, one of them emanating from no 
i@ss a person than Cabinet Secretary G. V. P. Samarasinghe. 
But one wonders how seriously they are taken even by those 
who should know better. Police seem to believe that 
intelligence is confined to tapping telephones and other 
such clandestine operations and reporting to Government 
sweet stories the Government would like to hear. That is 
why we have stressed the need to alert to trends in the 
country, understand the forces at work and mount an 
intelligent offensive against them. Intelligence is no longer 
for cloak and dagger operators. Intelligence more than 
anything elsc has to be handled by the intelligent. 


The Government therefore must be vigilant about any 
attempts to unleash terrorsin and violence irrespective of 
what part of the country such an attempt may emanate 
from. This year is now officially baptised ‘Election Year’ so 
that the Government cannot afford to be complacent. It can 
not allow enemies of society to undermine the democratic 
process during such a politically sensitive penod as this.

The reputed stiff 
upper -lip of President 
J.R. Jayewardene mani- 
fested in all its strength 
when a group of Govern- 
ment Parliamentarians, 
Ministers included, asked 
him last Tuesday the spec- 
ific date of the next Gen- 
eral Elections 

The President met the 
question four - square. He 
replied “When DS. Sena- 
nayake was once asked 
during his Prime Ministe- 
rial regime, when the next 
elections would be, he 
laughingly answered that 
he would not reveal the 
date even to his wife. | am 
in the same position” 

The Senanayake silencer 
was used equally smilingly 
by the President to his 
chastened questioners. 
These MPs had been in 
vited by him. after the 
Parliamentary K group 
meeting for a chat. 

The chat turned out to 
be a pep talk by Mr. Jaye 
wardenc to the first of a 
group of MPs, regarding 
the coming clections. 

The President warned 
not to be complacent or 
smug about the coming 
polls. He cautioned MPs 
not to ride a wave of op- 
timism, which he felt they 
were doing currently. 

He also told them that 
although large crowds at- 
tended UNP meetings, 
crowds were not a yards- 
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tick or indication of popu- 
larity. They were not 
positive signposts to the 
future. 

He therefore urged them 
to launch house to house 
campaigns, _ transmitting 
the development records of 
the UNP and countering 
the falsehoods of the Op- 
position. The UNP, like 
all organizations compris- 
ing human beings had its 
human failings but with all 
its faults it towered above 
the rest of the partics in its 
output and potential. 

President Jayewardene 
while echoing the same 
sentiments to all groups he 
has met so far, also alerted 
them to two major changes 
envisaged, one in the Pro- 
portional Representation 
and the other regarding 
Civic Disabilitics. 

Hic indicated without 
giving full details that the 
key change in P.R. would 
be that from a_ faceless 
election where the indivi 
dual did not matter, it 
would now become an 
election with a face in that 
the individual would be 
projected along with the 
party. 

Referring to civic disa- 
blities, the President warn- 
ed the Opposition were 
planning various escape 
clauses and loopholes. All 
those would be tightened so 
the full spirit and letter of 
the Civic Disabilities law 
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would be strictly imple- 
mented.

Training his guns, dur- 
ing the Parliamentary 
Group meeting, President 
Jayewardene said the war 
on corruption had been 
relentlessly intensified. 

He exhorted MPs not to 
get involved in private 
business, in tenders and to 
keep away from anything 
Corrupt such as smuggling. 


He appreciated that MPs 
were not sufficiently 
equipped financially and 
he promised to sce that 
their allowance were in- 
creased.

The TULF held the 
centre of the stage during 
the Cabinet discussions on 
Wednesday 

This arose from the 
parcel bomb explosions in 
the North. The parcels 
were reportedly addressed 
to a TULFer and UNPer. 

President Jayewardene 
felt that this was a backlash 


to the arftests of the terror- 
ists twins Prabkharan and 
(Ima Maheswaran. Thiecre 
were retaliatory measures 
aiuned mainly at the 
TULF. 

The President maintain- 
ed that the TULF should 
be given maximum pro- 
tection The Ministers 
agreed and urged stern 
measures against the ter- 
rorists. 

Minister Bid Devanaya- 
gum while endorsing the 
suggestion that all protec- 
tion should be given to the 
North, pleaded the cause of 
the Eastern Province. He 
appreciated the Govern 
ment throwing a friendly 
arm round the Norih but 
asked why an _ equally 
friendly arm did not em- 
brace the Eastern Province. 

He argued that the Eas- 
tern Province had heen 
much more co - operative 
with the Government than 
the North and logically 
should derive more bene- 
fits from the Government 

He was surprised by the 
youthful Minister Ranil 
Wickremesinghe who also 
felt that the East should get 
as warm a hug as the 
North. 


While the UNP ts ce 
menting its focuses, the 
SLFFXS) is falling into 
further disarray. The re- 
entry into Sirima’s ranks 
of son Anura has stirred 
ripples of resentment at all 
layers, particularly among 
the first eleven led by 
Hector Kobbekaduwa. 
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Mr T.B. Iilangaratne 5 
equally unhappy about the 
Anura foray into his ranks. 
But he ts still in a Hamle- 
tian to be with Mrs. B or 
not to be with Mr. B 
mood. There is no ques- 
tion, however that he sees 
the mantle of Icadership 
eluding his grasp more and 
more. With Maithripala 
Senanayake out, he is the 
legal successor to Deputy 
Leadership. 

Hector Kobbedaduwa 
has disgruntlement written 
all over him. And has been 
holding one - man SLFP(7) 
meetings in Badulla, Galle 
and other places. 

But it is the SLFP (S) 
Palace Guard headed by 
son-in-law Vijaya Ku- 
maratunge and wife 
Chandrika (Bandaranaike) 
who are doing anti - Anura 
overtime. 

Chandrika who took a 
severe emotional knock 
earlier, took a hard politi- 
cal blow on its heels, when 
Attanagala was snatched 
from her grasp through 
Anura’s protests.

FOOD AID FROM AUSTRALIA--CANBERRA, June 8--Australia will provide Sri Lanka 
with 14,200 tonnes of wheat as emergency food aid, Foreign Affairs Minister 
Tony Street said. The decision was announced late last night and Mr. Street 
said the wheat, worth about 2,50 million dollars (2.62 million US), will be 
delivered later this month. Sri Lanka has already made substantial commercial 
grain purchases to offset the effect of a prolonged drought, including 137,000 
tonnes of wheat from Australia in the last six months.

"MATUPHUM', ‘MATICHON' EDITORIALS ON KHMER COALITION 


BK231221 [Editorial Report] Two Thai-language papers--MATUPHUM and MATICHON-—- 
carried editorialson 22 and 23 Jume on the formation of the coalition govern- 
ment in Kampuchea. 


The 22 June MATICHON editorial carried on page 4 and entitled: '‘'Fonmation of 
the Kampuchean Coalition Government ," notes that all along the ASEAN countries 
have been the active supporters of the attempt to form a coalition government 
in Kampuchea comprising the anti-Vietnamese factions of Prince Sihanouk, Son 
Sann and the Khmer Rouge because they were against the Vietnamese occupation 
of Kampuchea and felt that the coalition government will gain broad support 
from the international community for democratic Kampuchea. 


The MATICHON editorial, however, expresses the view that "There is a concern 
that Thailand's open support for the coalition of the anti-Vietnamese Kampuchean 
factions could bring it into a more intense confrontation with Vietnam. Viet- 
nam has even said that Thailand's action is tantamount to flirting with danger. 
In any event, if Vietnam should again intrude across the Thai border, it 

will have proved that it is the aggressor and it will be appropriate for Thai- 
land to retaliate as it did during the Non Mak Mun incident on 23 June 1980." 


The MATUPHUM 22 June editorial carried on page 4 and entitled: "The Seconds 
of the Kampuchean Coalition Government Must not Impose,” hails the successful 
formation of the coalition government of anti-Vietnamese factions in Kampuchea 
as an event which will "create unity in the struggle for national independence 
and sovereignty of Kampuchea." 


It points out that what awaits the coalition government is the safeguarding 
of the seat of democratic Kampuchea in the United Nations and, most importantly, 
the conducting of a war to pressure Vietnam to pull out of Kampuchea. 


It concludes that "the three Kampuchean factions will be the forces which will 
shape the future of Kampuchea and wage the struggle for the Kampuchean people's 
independence. Whatever agreements they may reach should be their own deci- 
sions, not ones influenced by their seconds, whether they are the ASEAN coun- 
tries, China or the United States." 


The 23 Jume MATICHON editorial carried on page 4 and entitled: "Beware of 
the Lao and Kampuchean borders," says the successful formation of the 
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tripartite coalition of anti-Vietnamese factions is a joyous event for the 
countries which respect the UN resolution on Kampuchea. It notes however, 
that undesirable incidents along either the Thai border with Laos or Kampuchea 
usually followed Thailand's and ASEAN's activities for the cause of the anti- 
Vietnamese Kampuchean groups, citing as example the recent Lao attack on Thai- 
land's Mekong River operations unit boat. 


After expressing satisfaction with Thailand's armed retaliations, it concludes 
that "a lesson obtained from incidents along the Lao and Kampuchean borders 

is that whenever Vietnam and its allies fell into a disadvantageous position, 
they did not only resort to military action to try to restore the situation, 
but at the same time launched swift, active propaganda campaigns. For this 
reason, the Thai Government should improve its diplomatic and propaganda tac- 
tics to cope effectively with the tactics of Vietnam and its allies."

It was a clever political game which had drawn observers and dialogue part- 
ners from developing Third World countries and developed nations from various 
continents.
